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THE DENTAL ASSISTANT, 
THE DENTAL HYGIENIST AND THE LAW

3 HERE are about Sixty-nine Thousand 
dentists engaged in active practice in 
the United States today, whose es sie 
tal obligation is dentistry for the public; 
dentistry that will make life more worth- 
while and more certain. These dentists 
employ more than Fifty Thousand dental 
assistants and hygienists, to aid them in 
carrying out the fundamental principles 
of health and happiness to our American 
people. First, we shall consider the dental 
assistant—If the dental assistant were only 
performing the mechanical and routine 
work of the office, she would be an em- 
ployee whose responsibility ended at the 
conclusion of each day’s business, and the 
only qualifications necessary would be that 
of honesty, efficiency, and integrity. How- 
ever, some of the many routine responsi- 
bilities delegated to the dental assistant 
daily may be enumerated at this time. 


1. Her personal appearance should be 
immaculate and well groomed. 

2. To see that the doctor has a clean 
gown. 

3. Friendly greetings to all patients en- 
tering the office, courteous treatment, 
all in a business-like and dignified 
manner. 

4. To be tactful and diplomatic in the 
handling of patients in the office and 
over the telephone. 

5. To keep books and records accurately. 
To collect all bills for services ren- 
dered; and keep correspondence up 
to date. 

6. To keep in contact with all patients 
by the use of a call list, or other form 
of reminder. 

7. To mix all materials properly and 
economically, such as silver, cements, 
and porcelain. 

8. To invest, cast and polish all inlays, 
build bite plates and pour models. 

9. To sterilize and carefully handle all 

instruments, sharpen them when they 

get dull, and keep them in their 


proper places. 

10. To keep handpieces and engine in 
good working order. 

11. To keep furniture cleaned and pol- 
ished. 

12. To buy all supplies with the greatest 
economy. 

13. To work quickly, accurately, and 
quietly at all times. 

14. To arrive on time every morning. 

15. To promote co-operation and _har- 
mony in the office between the assis- 
tant and doctor. 

THE MULE 

A mule can’t pull while he’s kickin’ ; 

The reverse is also true. 

He can’t kick while he is pullin’ ; 

Neither can I or you. 

The best way to move the wagon 

From out of the place where it is 

ditched, 

Is stand on your feet and quit kickin’, 

At least till we are unhitched. 

Mules bray and are called plain stubborn, 

Unable troubles to stem; 

They kick at the least provocation, 

But who wants to be like them! 

The dental assistant, when engaged in 
her duties in the office of a dentist, be- 
comes much more than an ordinary em- 
ployee performing routine office duties. 
She is called upon to exercise judgment 
and skill in helping to shoulder the trem- 
aous responsibilities that are delegated to 
the office in the service to the public. She 
now becomes a partner in the office and 
the term generally used is—WE. 

Case 1. Dental Board vs. Jones Bros. 

In a certain state, proceedings were 
started against a dentist for using a trade 
name “Jones Bros.,” when there was only 
one Jones in the office, and in his advertis- 
ing he made statements as follows: 

“We repair plates in three hours. 

We make bridges for four dollars per 
tooth. 

We see more patients than any other 
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office in town. 

We make fillings for one dollar, etc.” 
The fact that there was only one Jones in 
the office, established a conviction against 
the dentist; but the term ‘We’ used in 
the advertising, was held by the Courts and 
the Dental Board, to refer to the doctor 
and the assistant. Now that we have estab- 
lished the fact that a close relationship 
exists between the doctor and the assistant, 
and that we fully realize the great re- 
sponsibilities resting upon each of them, 
let us consider what are the responsibilities 
ot the dental assistant to her employer, so 
far‘as the law is concerned. 

First, and I think the most important is 
that when something goes amiss in the 
dental chair, guard against making admis- 
sion of fault and never allow, if you can 
prevent it, the doctor to admit to the pa- 
tient that some other procedure would 
have been better. 

Case II. In acertain state, damages were 
claimed against a dentist for an abscessed 
condition that developed after a tooth had 
been filled or refilled. The patient said 
the dentist said to the assistant: “We 
should not have filled the tooth.” And 
she replied: “I think you are right.” The 
jury gave a verdict to the plaintiff for 
damages. A review of the evidence in the 
case, failed to convince the Maryland 
Court of Appeals that the treatment was 
faulty, and the dentist was exonerated. 

Case III: An inquiry as to the cause of 
three deaths in the Metropolitan Hospital, 
New York, following extraction of teeth 
under anesthesia, resulted in an official 
report that the fatalities were caused by 
“some impurity, probably mercury” in the 
anesthetic. The anesthetic was a procain 
hydrocloride solution injected into the 
gums. No part of the particular quantity 
of solution was available for examination, 
but the investigation committee surmised 
that some accidental and unavoidable error 
has been made in the preparation of the 
anesthetic. So, no responsibility was fixed. 

Second, lack of candor on the part of 
the assistant when something goes wrong 
in the dental office, and even though you 
think it has been observed by the doctor, 
it should be called to his attention in a 
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quiet manner, and not in the presence of 
the patient. 

Case IV: Apparently the largest award 
ever made by an American Court against 
a dentist for malpractice, $25,000, was 
upheld by a state Supreme Court in a case 
where two parts of an extracted tooth 
passed into a patient’s trachea. The award 
rested on a jury's finding that the accident 
was due to carelessness, and to the den- 
tist’s lack of candor in failing to inform 
the patient that she had inhaled the frag- 
ments while under anesthesia. The evi- 
dence at the trial, as to fault, was conflict- 
ing, and the jury chose to believe the pa- 
tient’s version as to the facts. Refusing to 
vacate the award as being excessive, the 
Supreme Court noted that the evidence 
tended to show that the patient continued 
to suffer bronchial trouble, pain in her 
lungs, and was threatened by tuberculosis. 
No doubt the assistant could have been of 
great help to the doctor by calling his at- 
tention to this. 

Third, refraining from any operative 
procedure, or advice to patients in the 
absence of the doctor. 

Such as, 1—Hemorrhage after extrac- 
tion. 2—Ademia and pain before or after 
extraction. 

Case V: The State Dental Board vs. 
John C. Brown, D.D.S.: 

The Supreme Court of a certain state, 
has assessed damages against Dr. Brown 
for allowing one of his assistants to treat 
a socket after the extraction of a tooth. The 
wrong solution was used and for many 
months the patient suffered the sloughing 
of bone and tissue about the jaw. This be- 
ing the second conviction of Dr. Brown in 
the court of Texas, the Dental Board was 
petitioned to revoke his license. The de- 
fendent was found guilty as charged and 
license 4973 held by Dr. Brown was re- 
voked. In summarizing the important 
duties of the dental assistant with direct 
relation to the law, there are: 

1. Guard against making admission of 
fault. 

2. Candor on the part of the assistant 
to the doctor. 

3. Do not administer any type of treat- 
ment to patients in the absence of the 
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doctor. 

Let us now consider the hygienist rela- 
tive to her responsibility to her employer, 
to the public, and to the law. The number 
of hygienists practicing in the United 
States cannot be determined, due to their 
early retirement after a license is granted, 
the reasons being marriage, retirement and 
removal. It is estimated that the length of 
time in service after graduation is three 
years. ‘Ine States that recognize the Hy- 
gienists and have a law for their protection 
are: Alabama, Arkansas, Connecticut, 
California, Colorado, Delaware, District 
of Columbia, Florida, Georgia, Iowa, 
Louisiana, Maine, Massachusetts, Michi- 
gan, Mississippi, Montana, New Hamp- 
shire, New York, North Carolina, Ohio, 
Oklahoma, Pennsylvania, Rhode Island, 
South Carolina, Tennessee, Vermont, 
West Virginia, Wisconsin, Wyoming and 
Washington, making a total of thirty-one. 
The laws, regulating the operating field of 
practice of the hygienists in the above- 
named states, vary somewhat, but their 
fundamental principles are similar. The 
age limit only varies from 18 to 20 years 
as a minimum. Other qualifications are 
similar, except the years of training, which 
varies from six months to a college de- 
gree. May I quote a few sections of law 
from various states. 

California: 

“Employment. Duties. Any licensed 
dentist, public institution or school au- 
thority may employ such licensed and reg- 
istered dental hygienist Such dental hy- 
gienist may remove lime deposits, accre- 
tions and stains from the exposed surface 
of the teeth, but shall not perform any 
other operation on the teeth or tissues of 
the mouth. Such dental hygienist may 
operate in the office of any licensed dentist 
or in any public institution or in the 
schools under the general direction or 
supervision of a licensed dentist and noth- 
ing herein shall be construed as authoriz- 
ing any dental hygienist to perform any 
operation in the mouth without supervi- 
sion. 

“Revocation of License. The Board of 
Dental Examiners may revoke or suspend 
the license of any licensed dentist, who 
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shall permit any dental hygienist operat- 
ing under his supervision, to perform any 
operation other than that permitted under 
the provisions of this section, and the said 
board may also revoke or suspend a license 
of any dental hygienist violating the pro- 
visions of this section.” 

Ohio: 

Section 1320-2. “A licensed dental hy- 
gienist may practice in a dental office, pub- 
lic or private school, hospital, dispensary 
or public institution, provided such ser- 
vice is rendered under the supervision of 
a licensed dentist of this state; and pro- 
vided further, that no dentist shall employ 
more than one dental hygienist in the con- 
ducting of his private practice.” 

Section 1321-3. “The practice of a 
dental hygienist shall be limited to the 
removing by mechanical means only, of 
calcareous deposits, accretions, and stains 
from the exposed surface of the teeth and 
directly beneath the normal margin of the 
gums.” 

Washington: 

Section 27. “Work Performed by Dental 
Hygienists—Employed in schools. Any 
person licensed as a dental hygienist in 
this state may remove calcareous deposits, 
accretions and stains from the exposed 
surfaces of the teeth, and may prescribe or 
apply ordinary mouth washes of soothing 
character, but shall not perform any other 
operation on the teeth or mouth or upon 
diseased tissues of the oral cavity.” 

“Such licensed dental hygienists, may 
be employed by boards of education of 
public or private schools, county boards, 
boards of health, or public or charitable 
institutions, but may operate only under 
the direct supervision of one or more 
licensed dentists, and may also be em- 
ployed in any dental office under the direct 
supervision of a licensed dentist: Pro- 
vided, that the number of hygienists so 
employed in any dental office shall not 
exceed in number the licensed dentists 
practicing therein.” 

This organization has many problems, 
but I have every confidence that you, with 
your efficient officers, will continue to 
progress as you have in the past, and solve 
them most satisfactorily.
